The concessions will, instead, be pre­ 
sented in the form of a supplemen­ 
tary agreement, defining the proce­ 
dure for the reparations commission 
and prescribing certain 
instructions 
for that body, which, according to the 
original draft of the treaty, wa* giv­ 
en a moat comprehensive power of 
action, subject only to the instruc­ 
tions of the powers represented on the 
commistion. 
To List Certain Claims 
The supplementary agreement also 
would meet 
the objections of 
the 
Germans, who declared they were to 
be asked to pay off a debt the ex­ 
tent of which was unknown, and witb 
the 
population in virtual 
economic 
slavery to the reparations commis­ 
sion under that clause of the treaty 
requiring Germany 
to “devote her 
economic resources directly 
to the 
physical restoration 
of the invaded 
areas of the Allied and Associated 
Powers to th# extent that these pow­ 
ers may determine. 
The instructions to the reparations 
commission In the proposed supple­ 
mentary agreement would enable the 
Germans to know at once the amount 
of reparation due under certain “cate­ 
gories” of reparations, such as pen­ 
sions, reparation allowances, 
main­ 
tenance of war prisoners and the de­ 
struction of ships at a fixed figure per 
ton. 
It was found impossible, how­ 
ever, to fix any total sum for all cate­ 
gories, since the cost of reconstruc­ 
tion and restoration in the devastated 
regions cannot be 
established until 
after an extensive survey, and the 
only general estimate on which the 
French are willing to act would bring 
the total of 250,000,000,000 
francs,

The newspapers generally are of 
the opinion that attempts are being 
made by a smaH crowd of agitators 
to make the strike a political issue 
instead of one concerning wa gets and 
working conditions. They appeal to 
the workmen to remain calm.

Rotterdam, June 7—The 
Nieuve 
Rotterdamsche Courant publishes the 
following article, which discusses the 
question of the probable surrender of 
the ex-Kaiser. The article has all the 
earmarks of being inspired. The writer 
hints that the government of Queen 
Wilhelmina may go to the length of 
making the necessary constitutional 
changes in order to grant the demands 
of the Entente, but it would also make 
this assent conditional on certain 
provisions as to the constitution of the 
court tribunal and the character of the 
trial. 
Admitting that future circum­ 
stances may require the revision and 
development of existing opinions as 
to what is known as the sacred right 
of asylum, the paper argues that Hol­ 
land has not got as far aa that yet, 
and that at present, all that can be 
done is to hold its positive right. It can­ 
not be doubted the article continues, 
that under 
such positive right the 
Dutch government will not be able to 
surrender the Kaiser without coming 
into conflict with the law*of Holland, 
and, in the higher instance, perhaps 
also with the constitution. Hence if it 
should hppear necessary to surrender 
the ex-Kaiser this could not take place 
otherwise than with the co-operation 
of the state’s legislative authority. 
League Not Yet Ready 
If the League of Nations, it is ar­ 
gued, were in existence, by which the 
laws of humanity were prescribed 
more exactly and which would give 
indications for the procedure in such 
cases as that of the ex-Kaiser, having 
besides, established tribunals whose 
operations would satisfy reasonable 
demands, then there would be guid­ 
ance as to the manner in which the 
legislation might be reformed. But all 
that is still in the air. 
What Holland has to reckon with 
at the present moment simply is that 
within a short time a requst for the* 
extradition of the ex-Kaiser no doubt 
will be made and that the co-operation 
which her lawgivers would have to 
lend would have the character of a law 
designed to meet a special occasion. 
Although the Dutch government does 
not wish to deny the danger of such 
a special law, it might not like to de­ 
fend the standpoint that refuge should 
never he taken in such a right. 
Rights of the Accused 
If it is indeed true that the ex- 
Kaiser, either consciously 
or on ac­ 
count of lack of sense of responsibil­ 
ity, had caused the great disaster to 
Europe, then it would he in the in­ 
terest of Holland that it should not 
withdraw him from being made re­ 
sponsible. lf, under the dominion of a 
well-organized 
League of 
Nations, 
the extradition of the ex-Kaiser might 
be a duty for the country now that 
there might be under certain circum­ 
stances an occasion 
for Holland 
to 
grant such a request. 
It follows, 
however, 
that in any 
case, certain 
conditions 
should 
be 
made before doing so. Declaring it­ 
self prepared to help to uphold the 
rights 
of 
humanity, 
rights 
of 
civilization, or of whatever other 
form might he given as a basis 
for the request, Holland should have 
the certainty that those rights should 
not only be brought'into force against 
but also in favor of the accused.

Death of Bolshevik Leader Le­ 
vine Nissen Followed by 
Strikes in Germany.

Bavaria, June 7—Levine 
Nissen, the Bolshevik agitator who 
was one of the leaders of the Munich 
Communist Soviet regime was execu­ 
ted at noon Thursday at Stadelheim, 
outside the capital. He was convicted 
Wednesday and the Bavarian Cabinet 
refused to commuted!is sentence, main­ 
taining that he was the cause of the 
civil war in Bavaria and deserved no 
mercy. 


London, June 7—The execution in 
Munich of Levine Nissen is resulting 
in unrest 
throughout Germany, 
an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from 
Copenhagen says. 
The Majority So­ 
cialists are joining a strike movement 
begun by the Soldiers’ and Workers’ 
Council and executive committees of 
the Greater Berlin factories which 
protested against the sentence of the 
Bavarian communist. 
Strikes 
have 
occurred in Nuremburg and Munich. 
A strike at Leipzig has resulted 
in 
street fighting. The German govern­ 
ment, it is added, is making military 
preparations in Berlin and elsewhere. 


It seems probable that Levine Nis­ 
sen, named above, is identical 
with 
the Bolshevik leader, Levien, who has 
figured so prominently in the press 
dispatches 
in 
connection with 
the 
Munich Soviet regime. The arrest of' 
the Communist leader “Levine,” who 
had previously been 
referred to as 
editor of the Red Flag, of Munich, 
was armouncd in a Munich message 
of May 15, and a dispatch earlier this 
week reported his sentence to death 
after a twb days’ trial.

Justification for Growing 
Smutted Grain. 


(Prepared by the United State* Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
There are a number of different 
kind* of smut* which attack the differ­ 
ent cereals—wheat, oats, barley, and 
rye. 
The most striking feature of 
these diseases Is the appearance of a 
tine, dark-colored dusty material which 
replaces the seed or heads of the grain. 
This dusty material is the spores or 
seed of the fungous parasite which 
causes the disease. 
Perhaps the most 
serious of these grain smuts is the 
stinking smut or bunt of wheat. When 
the wheat raptures it Is fouud that the 
grains are replaced by false kernels 
or smut balls. These are easily broken 
up In a fine dusty material—the smut 
spores. These have a disagreeable odor, 
hence the common name of this smut. 
This odor can readily be detected on 
the leeward side of a ripening wheat 
field. 
It is also very evident during 
thrashing and on stored grain. 
Estimated National Loss. 
It is estimated that the national loss 
doe to wheat smuts—principally the 
stinking 
smut—In 
the 
1918 
crop 
amounted lo 25,500,000 bushels. 
The 
tiro states of Minnesota and Nebraska 
lost 8,000,000 bushels of wheat from 
stinking smut alone. 
The estimated 
loss from oat smuts In 1918 is 110,000,- 
OOO bushels, and the estimated loss 
from barley smuts is 0,000,000 bushels 
—a total of 141,500,000 bushels of the 
three grains. 
Loss Is Preventable. 
And practically all of that loss could 
have been prevented—easily prevented. 
There la uo justification for growing 


smutted 
grain, 
specialists 
declare. 
Smut is borne on the seed. 
Clean 
grain becomes contaminated In thrash­ 
ing, sacking, storing and drilling. 
The 
preventive Is to treat all seed wheat 
before It is sown—either soak It in 
or sprinkle it with a formaldehyde so­ 
lution in the proportion of I pound 
of commercial formaldehyde to 40 
gallons of water. 
That is true, at 
least, for practically all of the country. 
In Oregon, Washington, Idaho and Cal* 
• ifornia the soil is infested aud abso- 
i lute prevention cannot be attained by 
j seed treatment. 
But that is due to lo­ 
cal climatic conditions and, apparently, 
soil Infestation does not occur through­ 
out the rest of tile country, and seed 
treatment is all that is necessary to 
prevent arnut.
